Several reference. In my 

article, to County Official, ha. been 
misunderstood by a few people. My 
Investigation ha. been conducted only 
along the line of our tnraplke affairs 

and our turnpike affair, are absolute- 
ly In the control of our County .Indirr 
and the 8 Magistrates from the various 

Districts of Mason I mint), and the 

Koad Engineer appointed by the 
County Judge and the As.l.tant Road 
Engineer appointed by the Chief En- 
gineer. All of these Official, give 
bond or should do »o for the faithful 
performance of their dutle.. If our 
Road Engineer and Assistant have 
given bond for the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties, what should be 
done when they have neglected their 
duties so grossly and allowed the wat- 
er to run down the middle of our 
turnpike., washing the same away and 
the Road Engineer not making any 
effort. In any direction, to eliminate 
this trouble or repair the roads In 
places where they became Impassable, 
last winter? Are the Bondsmen of 
these officials re.pon.lble to Mason 
county for their faithful performance 
of duty? 

The hundreds of rod of rock that 
have been lying on the various roads 
that remain unacattercd other than 
being kicked Into the gutter by traf- 
flce. remain a. mute testimony of the 
inefficiency and negligence of the 
Road Engineering Depart men t 

From Information that I have gath- 
ered from member, of the Fiscal 
Court, ther6 I. only a .mall percent- 
age of the pike, that members of the 
Fiscal Court ever we, and. conse- 
quently, Bet year after year ana ex- 
pend money, not knowing for what It 
ha. gone. The reports on record from 
the Road Engineer, simply state the 
amount of money that has been paid 
out, each year, upon each road In the 
county, and thl. statement is marked 
'O. K.," •Committee." Do you think 
that the Auditing Committee composed 
of members of the Fiscal Court, know 
what any part of tho money has gone 
for? in 1913, the turnpike fund fell 
short of expenditure, about $5,000.00, 
and in 1914, the road fund fell short 
something over 4,000.00. Now It 1. 
illegal for the Board of Magistrate, to 
expend more money than the fund 
produces, and the money that is bor- 
rowed to make up this deficit, by law 
cannot be charged to the 1916 road 
fund. It I. a misfortune for the 
member, since most of the shortage 
was produced, but ignorance In the 
rye. of the law doe. not excuse any 
man. 

I'pon our Board of Magistrates, is 
one member holding office in a certain 
District, presumably, representing the 
tax-payer. In that district, while In 
fact, he has been living In the City of 
Mnysville for two year.. From my 
conception of the law. it I. perfectly 
plain, that the office of Magistrate in 
that particular District became va- 
cant when the member moved away. 
NOw. technically, thl. member may be 
able to hold his seat, because ho goes 
back and vote. In hi. old home Pre- 
cinct, but really do you think the tax- 
ayers of that vicinity are represented 
in our Fiscal Court? I would say, 
take a look at the turnpike. In Lewis- 
burg and Helena Precinct, and I will 
leave you to bo the Judge as to wheth- 
er the people are represented or not 

On July 26th, I took the Pleasant 
Ridge turnpike, two mile, west of 
Washington, following It. course 
4 7-10 mile, to the Junction of the 
Brandywiue pike. There Is one large 
bridge 60 feet In length and one small 
one. The report of the ('.unity Engi- 
neer .howed $78.40 spent on thl. roao, 
la.t year. The flr.t 2-10 mile .how* 
there wa. some work doue last year, 
but for the oilier 4 6-10 tulles, cer- 
tainly shows no results with the ex- 
ception of one hill about 200 feet in 
length. Rock can be had In this vic- 
inity for, .at least. $2.60 per rod. There 
should be $260 or year spent on thl* 
road, and I am sure, Charles Crswford. 
Dsn Maher sud Bd K.nnard and 
tsxpayer. on this pike would 
to Maysvllle oftener than they do, at 
the preseut, if this was doue. This pike 
does not know whst a ditch is, and, of 
course, the water runs where our pres- 
ent turnpike mansgenient wants It to 
run-in the middle of the

3 9-10 tulles long. The first 1 7-10 
tulle, that Is, from Murphysvllle to the 
tlardl. pike 1. nothing but bed rock, 
water having washed away auythlng 
that looks like napped rock This 
road needs plenty of rock snd plenty 
of drainage.

Washington, July 27— As the first 
step In the Federal Government's part 
«.f spending 1150,000,000 on good roads 
during Ihe next fire years In 
allon with the States, Secretary Hous- 
ton soon will announce preliminary 
plans for organisation and some time 
before the September 11 will notify 
the governors of States of the appor- 
tionment of Federal funds for this 
year. A circular letter also will be 
sent to all the governors snd State 
highway authorities outlining a ten- 
tative plan of procedure. 

The $150,000,000 Is to be paid half 
by the Government and half by the 
several States, apportioned among the 
latter according to their respective 
area, popuatlon and rural mall route 
mileage. The expenditures are au- 
thorized by the Shackleford-Bankhead 
good roads law, the first granting Fed- 
eral and to State* In road building. 

Apportionment among the several 
States of the $5,000,000 for the first 
years work will soon be announced 
oy Postmaster General Burleson, who 
I* required annually to certiry appor- 
tionments because of changes in rural 
post route mileages and population 
The al Id mi tits of the Federal appro- 
priations will he made by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, one-third being 
based on the ratio which the popula 
tlon of each State bears 'to the total 
Vnlted States population, according to 
the latest census: one-third In Ihe ra- 
tio which the mileage of rural post 
roads In each 8tate bears to the total 
national mileage, and one-third In the 
rHtio which the area of each State 
bears to the total area. 

The official apportionment* of this 
year's 5,000,000 appropriation, less 3 
per cent, for administrative expenses 
with those of other years In proportion 
give: Indiana. $125,747: Kentucky, 
$97,471, aud Tennessee. $114,153. Texas 
gets the largest share, $291,927; New 
York second. $250,720; Pennsylvania 
third. $230,644. and Illinois fourth. 
$22ti.926.

3S7, was spent for building and main- 
tenance of county and State roads 
There was an increase of 734,326 in 
the number of vehicle* and $5,863,760 
in fee* from 1914. Only 48,000 motors 
were registered in 1906. 

The number of motor vehicle* aver 
aged one registration for every forty 
four persons in the United 
Iowa led with one for ever) 
inhabitants, while In Alabama there 
Va* only one for every 200 persons 
Registration figures for the country 
as a whole, the good roads office ex- 
plains, do not necessarily represent a 
total number of cars, as some of the 
States do not require annual regis- 
tration, other group pleasure and com- 
mercial vehic les and motorcycle* in 
their account*, while still other State* 
do not require registration of motor- 
cycles.
